As the terms of the Agreement with Local 589 establish the fiscal 
parameters for the rest of the MBTA Unions, bargaining began with 
the Police Association in September 2023, following the ratification 
and Board approval of the L589 Agreement for FY24-27: 


¢ August 3, 2023: Board of Directors Approve L589 Agreement 

¢ September 2023: Negotiations Begin 

¢ October 5, 2023: Tentative Agreement Reached 

¢ November 2023: Board of Directors vote on Police 
Association Agreement

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Tentative Agreement Summary 


Police Association Tentative Agreement 
The tentative agreement was reached and later ratified by the 
Union in October 2023, with terms including: 


¢ Four-Year Contract Duration, July 1, 2023 — June 30, 2027 

¢ Total of 18% in increased wages over 4 years 

¢ Retirement Eligible Retention Incentive 

¢ Establishes a Longevity Incentive for existing employees 

¢ Clarification Language on Bereavement Leave and expanded 
definition of “Immediate Family”

Longevity S 175,676.80 
Retention Bonus S 181,192.00
